C. 1. Hat God Created the world 
own glory, is a moſt certain 
and unqueſtionable truth, 
exterior acts of worship and adoration 
which his creatures are oblig'd to pay as 
Power and Wiſdom, and concerning which 
he hath been ple:s*'d from time ro time

for the manifeſtation of Hig 
Now this end is moſt ,viſibly ſerv'd by the 
an acknowledgement of his Sovereign 
to make ſufficient Revelation to mankind; 


particularly. the Patriarchs, and other holy 


perſons of old. And toraſmuch as the 
ſaid _— could not be ſupported with- 
out a ſpecial deſignation of the place where- 


in it was to be celebrated, and of the per- 
ſons who were to perform the ſacred of- 
fices: he took abundant care to fgnitie 
his pleaſure, with reſpect co both the one 
and the other, As to the perſons, who 

D were

were to attend on his ſervice in the publick 
adminjftration thereof, (which my preſent 
deſign obliges me chiefly to confider) 'tis 
plain that he ever exprefled a tender con- 
cern far them, and therefore made ample 
proviſion far their ſupport and maingte- 
nance : and as this. was varjous according 
to the different declarations of his will in 
chat behalf ; ſo that which mott univerſally 
obtain'd, and. was of the ecarlieft inſtitu- 
tion, was the appropriation of Tithes to 
that ſacred uſe. Concerning which I 
Shall endeavour to give a short account as 
ro their origine, nature, and delign, parti- 
cularly with reference to our Nation; 
raking in ſuch incidental matters, as the 
nature of the fubject shall require, and my 
deſigned brevity shall permit. 

&. 2. That the cuſtome of paying T:zhes 
1s of great antiquity, is (1 think) allow'd 
on all hands, We have an early inſtance 
of it in the Patriarch Abraham, Gen. 14, 
Who, in his return from the ſlaughter of 
thefour Kings, being met by Me:chiſedech 
the Prieſt of the moſt high God, he gave 
him the tenth part, not only of the (poi}, 
but of all his goods. Here Aber Ezra is of 
opinion that Melchiſedech paid Tithes to 
Abraham , for which he ſeems to have 
ſome countenance frym the Text, ver. 20, 


compar'd with the 18. and 19, verſes, be=

caufe he that gave the tenth part of all, (eemms 
to be the ſame with him that had Bleſſed 
Abraham, and that was Melchiſedech, But 
the reft oft our Doors do univerſally a« 
gree, and with better reaſott conclude; that

| aech, in confideration of the character 


which he bore, viz. on account of his be- 
tng the Prieſt of the moſt high God, In an- 


ſwer therefore to Aben Exzra's pretences it 


my be fufficient to obferve, that *tis no 
unuſual form of fpeech in Scripture to re- 
fer the pronoun demonftrativeto the more 
remote ſubſtantive, and not to the imme=» 
diately preceding. As plainly appears from 
2 Sar. 13. ch. 37. ver. But Abſalom fled and 


| went to Talmai the ſon of Ammihud _ of 
Geshur; and mourned for his fon every day. 


Now we might as well from theſe words 
infer, that -45/alom mourned tor his ſon, 
as from che Texr before cited, that Melchi- 
ſedech paid tithes to Abraham, Burt the 
foregoing part of the hiſtory does necefſa- 
rily determine us to refer theſe words here 
to David, fo that the meaning will be thar 
David mourned for his ſon, i. e, Amnou whom 
Abſalom had cauſed to be barbarouſly {lain, 
ver; 29. Thar the cuſtom of paying Tizhes 
did alfo obtain in the days of the Patri- 
arch T/aze, our Doctors infer from: that 


paſſage, Gen. 27. ver. 12, Iſaac ſowed in 
D 2 that 
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that land, (i.e. Gerar) and received in the 
ſame. year an hundred fold, or an hundred 
meaſures, a5 Our ancient writers interpret 
the words, and declare that he meaſured 
what he had reaped in order to pay the 
zenths, The words of Facob, Ger. 28. do 
Jikewife evyince the certainty of our poſi- 
tion, concerning the antiquity of paying 
Tithes : Facob wowed a vow, ſaying, if God 
will be with me, and will keep me in this way 
Zhat 1 go, and will give me breadto eat, and 
raiment to put on; [o that ] come again to my 
father's houſe in peace: then ſhall the Lord be 
any God: And this ſtone, which 1 have ſet 
for a pillar, ſhall be God's houſe ; and. of all 
Zhat thou ſhalt give me, 1 will ſurely give the 
zenth unto thee. This vow God reminded 
him of in 'his return from Padar- 4ramy 
Ger. 31. 13. ver. I am the God of. Bethel 
where thou anointed the pillar, and where 
Zhou vowed} a vow unto me; andihat-Fa- 
cob did perform tully his vow no queſtion 
can reaſonably be made ; for Gez. 35. V.I4. 
we find, thar he ſet up a pillar in the place 
where he talked with God, even a pillar of 
ftone% and poured a drink offering thereon, 
and porred oy! thereon. Where, tho' the 
text does nor exprefſly mention the pay- 
ment of the tenths, which was part of his 
vow, yet as it was not conliſtent with his 
piety to omit that, ſo Rabbi Solomon 7 archi

| the 1//, book of his Jewish Antiquities,

and Aben Ezra do poſitively ſay,that he did 
fulgll chat part alſo, in their explications 
of the Chapter laſt cited. And with them 
Fofephus agrees: for having given an ac- 
count of this whole affair, purſuant to the 
Scripture hiſtory of it, he ſays expreſly that 
Facob perform'd his vow upon his return to 
fall his goods; in 


Chap. 19, A further argument in confir- 
mation of the antiquity of this practice, 
we meet withall in che perſon of Jos, (who 


| by conſent of all Chronologers lived tone: 


before the days of Moſes; ) which appears 
as from other places, fo particularly trom 
the 3I/?, ch. of his book, 28. v. If my /and 
cry againſt me; or that the furrows thereof 
likewiſe complain. Which paſſage our an- 
cient Doctors put this interpreration upon : 
if the turcows complain that T have nor 
brought out my tithes, as was meet, By what 
we have hitherto advanced, it appears, that 
the cuſtom of paying Tithes prevail'd in the 
world before the L.2w was given by Moſes, 
and conſequently doth nor ow its origins 
to that poſitive Inſtitution. Here then a 
material queſtion doth arife, viz. whence 
the ſaid cuſtom had its beginning ; or by 

what authority it was firſt eftablished*? 
F& 3. Some are of opinion that it ow'd 
its riſe to humane appointment, becauſe of 
D-3 the 
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the evidence every where to be met with in 
prophang hiſtory of the early and univerſal 
practice of it among all nations, to whom 
it does not appear that God communicated 
the knowledge of his-will in that behalt. 
And hence they ſay it became part of the 
poſitive Law of Moſes, which, not only in 


this particular, but alſo: in moſt, it not ali, | 
the other precepts and uſages enjoin'd by it, 
was, if theſe men may be credited, drawn | 
up perfe&ly in complyance with the com- | 


. monly received rites and practices of the 
Heathens. But this opinion is by no means 
to be allowed, much leſs the uſe that is 
made of it, For fince it is granted ( as by 
what we have already ſaid, it neceſflarily 


muſt ) that the Patriarchs did pay Tithes, - 


It is wholly improbable rhat they did ſoin 
purſuance of the received uſages of their 
times, 1 Shall therefore endeavour to ſet- 
tle the true opinion as to. the queſtion in 
hand, which will be a ſufficient confutation 
of the contrary pretences, It is moſt pro- 
bable that the practice of paying Tithes did 
owe its Origine to divine appointment, and 
that God Almighty among other commu» 
nications .of his will to the Pazriarchs, with 
whom. he frequently and familiarly cons 
verſed, thought fir to oblige them to the 
faid practice; otherwiſe no tolerable ac- 
count Can be given why the fourth or fifth, 
or 
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or any Other portion might not as wett 


have been ſet apart tor that ſacred uſe to 
which the zenths were applyed ; as we chall 


by and by more fully demonſtrate. Ar pre- 


ſent ſuffice it to obſerve in confirmation of 
our aſſertion, that God vouchſfafed to deli- 
ver ſeyeral precepts to the Patriarchs (which 


| afterwards became part of the Law of Mo- 
| /es, which yer we have no particular ac= 
] count of in the ſacred hiſtory, as to, the 
| time when, or occaſion upon which they 
were delivered, We find that Noah fſacri- - 


ficed, and that he pleaſed God in the per- 
formance of that duty; ſurely it will not be 
pretended that he did this in complyance 


+ with the 'practice of the Heathens, there 


being then none left alive whom he could 
imitate therein, and therefore we may 
ſafely conclude, that his facrificing was an 
effect of God's immediate inſpiration, tho' 
we do not” meet with any antecedent com- 
mand importing any ſuch thing. Again, 
God himſelf reſtifies of 4braham that he 
had received fome laws from him, and 
had lived conformably to them : Abraham 
obeyed my Voice, and kept my charge, my com- 
manaments, my ſtatutes. and my laws, Gen.25. 
ver. 5, What this charge, theſe /aws, or 
commandments were, we do not find any 
where diſtinaly ſpecified ; but may juſtly 


preſume they were of great importance 7s 
the 
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the condud of a religious life; 'ahd to 
think otherwiſe would be to have unwor- 
thy conceptions of the: wiſdom of their 
 Author.. That they were not barely zhe 
ſeven precepts given to Noah, we have rca- 
ſon to believe nor only on account of the 
covenant of circumcithon which God en» 
tred into with 44raham himfelf, but allo 
on account of ſome laws which were re- 
ceived among the Parriarchs long before 
the time of Moſes; particularly that which 
obliged the 4rother to marry his brothers re- 
li, and that of puniſhing an adultereſs with 
death, Gen. 38. 8. and 24. ver. Now it be- 
ing bighly probable, that of thoſe divine 
Statutes and. Laws which Abraham is faid 
to have kept, forme, it not the greateſt parr, 
related ro the worsip of the true God, 
which that Patriarch was to reach his chil- 
dren, Gez. 18; 19, and which without an 
apreeable proviſion for the Miniſters em- 
ploy'd in-the performance of it, could not 
have been ſupported: it is moſt conſonant 
to reaſon to believe, that God gave com- 
mandment to Abraham. to feparate the 
tenths for that ſacred uſe, and that in pur- 
ſuance of the ſaid commandment he nor 
only paid z5hes himſelf, but tranſmitred 
to his poſterity the knowledge of their ob- 


ligation as in other things, ſo alfo in that. 


particular. And this, not to-his immediate 
| deſcendants

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deſcendants only, but likewiſe to all with 
whom he converſed: whereby-ir: came to. 
paſs thar the Egyptians, among whom he 
ſojourned, were inſtructed by him in thoſe 
things which God had been pleaſed to com- 
municate to him the knowledge of. Theſe 
inſtructions paſſing by degrees into other 
Nations, came at Jaſt-to be generally re- 
ceived; only with this difference, that 
whereas Abraham inftrufted them to whom 
he firſt delivered thoſe divine precepts to 
worship and ſerve the true God only ; they 
notwithſtanding upon the growth and pre= 
valence of idolatry and polytheiſm, paid 
divine ſervice to their idols, and conſecra- 
ted their ten7hs for the ſupport ot their ſu- 
perſtitious practices. And therefore to con- 
clude trom that agreement betwixt our rites 
and uſages, and thoſe received among the 
Heathens, that our Laws were calculated 
to comply with their corrupt idoJatrous 
cuſtoms is to begin at the wrong end : the 
truth being this, that the Patriarchs taughr 
the world the things which they had re- 
ceived by divine inſpiration, ( as our wri- 
ters generally agree, and Joſephus does po- 
fitively determine in the firſt book of his

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Philo Fudzus, and ſeveral of the Heathen 
Philotophers, pirticularly thoſe of Py2ha- 
goras's Schoole have undertaken at large to 
demonſtrate. I shall not, I fay-go abour 
to examine theſe reaſons; ahd therefore [| 
Shall only obſerve, that the cuſtom of pay-

having proved that the Patriarchs receiv'd F

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had any converfe, whereby it ſtept, by de- 


Srees, into univerſal practice, and was at 


laſt by the immediate authority of God, 
eftablished as a part of the Law of Moſes. 
Which Law having; been ſettled by God 
as the rule ot his publick worship and ſer- 
vice, and accepted as ſuch by all our Na- 
tion: tt will be proper next to enquire 
what proviſion was made by it for the 
maintenance of thofe who were appointed 
to perform the offices of Religion, what 
Tithes and other dues the-faid Law em- 
powered the Levites and the Prieſts to 
claim, and by whom and upon what ac- 
counts the 7zrhes were to be paid. The 
anſwer to which enquiry, together with 
ſome incidental matters, will fully come 
prize what I propoſed at firſt ro dif- 
courſe of. 

As Godis the Lord and Sovereign 
Ruler of the univerſe, and the Author of 
all the good things which his creatures en» 
joy: ſo hath he an indiſputable right to 
diſpoſe of every thing. in it, in ſuch ſort 
as to: his wiſe providence $shall ſeem meet, 
And foraſmuch as he makes agreeable pro- 


| viſion for the ſupport of mankind, by af- 


fording them food and ſuſtenance : it was 
no way congruous to his wiſdom to leave 
them unprovided for, whoſe buſineſs it was 
to attend on his ſervice, when that very

attendance debarr'd them from all- other. 
employments whereby they might turnish 
themſelves wich / the neceilaries and con- 
venlences of life. - Whereas theretore, he 
gave commandment that the Tribe of Levi 
Should have no inheritance among their 
brethren, no not when our Nation was ſet- 
tled in the promiſed land which . was to. be. 
divided by lot: he was pleaſed ro aſlign his 
own portion for their maintenance, and: 
he himſelf was their inheritance, Deut. 10. 
8, 9. verſes. Whereby it came to pals that: 
what was demanded by him as his due, was 
appropriated to, and ſet apart for the ule of 
them who miniſtred in his boly Temple, 
and attended on the fervice of the Altar 
or inthe words of the Text now cited, who 
bare the ark of the Covenant of the Lord, 
who Rood before the Lord, to miniſter unto 
him, and to bleſs in his name, And becauſe 
that portion, which was fo ſet apart for the 
_ uſe of the Levites and the Prieits, was not 
of one kind only, as we have intimated be- 
fore, | shall therefore proceed to give a 
diſtin&t account of ir under its ſeveral 
ſpecies. 
$. 6; Now the firſt that we shall take 
notice of was the great oblation, called 
Teruma Gedolah, partly in oppOlition to 
another offering of that Kind made by the 
Levites, Out of their portion, to the "_—_ 
(0) 
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( of. which afterwards) and partly-becaufe 
ot its great ſanctity, as being the firſt of 
the ripe fruits that was ſeparated to a ſacred 
uſe, and was to be eaten by the Prietts: and 
their children only, according to the com- 
'"mandment of the Lord to Laror in that 
behalf, Levir.18. 11. Azd thzs zs thine; the 
h:ave-offeriag of their gifs, with all the wave-= 
offerings of the children of Iſrael; I have 
given them unto thee, and to thy ſons, and 
to thy daughters with thee, by a ſtatute for 
'eVer ;' every one that is clean in thy houſe, 
shall eat of it. Hence it appears that none 
who were not of the Prieſts houshold were 
allow'd to eat of the heawe-offering or great 
oblation; and if any other did eat thereof 
unwittingly, he was to make reſtoration of 
Jt, with the addition of a fifth part, to the 
Prieſt, Levi?. 22. I4. ver, If a man eat of 
the holy thing unwittingly, then he shall put 
the fifth part thereof unto it, and hall give 
it unto the Prieſt, with the holy thing. But 
ifany who was not of the Price's family, 
did preſumptuouſly eat thereof, he became 
obnoxious to the judgement of God, ac- 
cording to what is implied in the 1624. ver. 
of the Chapter laſt cited, or la er them to 
bear the iniquity of treſpaſs, or lade themſelves 
with the iniquity of treſpaſs, in their eating. 
This offering was to be made of all the 
firſt-fruits of the earth, purſuant to that

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Law, Dew, 18. 4.; The firſt-frazt of thy corn, 

of thy wine, and of thy ojl, and the firſt of 
zhe fleece of thy fpeep, ſalt thou give nito 
Gixw. 1, e. the Prieft. And this was to be 
Gone, when the things appointed to be of 
fered, were prepared for preſent uſe, Now 
tho' this law does not determine whatpro= 
portion of each was to be fet apart for this 
&acred uſe; yet cuſtom generally prevaild 
for the fixzzech part, according to what 
is ſaid, Ezek. 45. 13- This tis the oblation 
Sbat ye shall offer, the fextb part of an eyhab 
of aw bamer of wheat : an boner then con- 
taining 2x epbed's, the fixth part of an b9- 
aver is the laxticth part, Notwithſtanding 
which, fore, out of a principle of libere- 
lity, offered the fſitcieth, and fome the 
fourtieth part. Afﬀeer this firſt great obla- 


"tion thus made, it was not lawful for the 


owners of the fruzts before ſpecified, to cat 
any part of thern, or to convert them to atry 

common ute. 
$.7. In order therefore to make the uſe 
ot chem lawful, the Textbs were to be you 
out of the remaining portion ; and theſe 
were called the firſt Texrhs, in oppolition 
fOothers which zhall be hereafrer account- 
ed ſor, Of theſe is that Law to be under- 
ftood, Namb.:s. 21. ver, Andbehold, 1rhave 
gives thechildren of Levi all thetenth mm 1/-

Porters, &c. which they were bound cen- 
ftantly to do, and that by courſe, according

appointed, 1 Chron. 25, and 26. Chapters, 
and to inſtruct che people in all pJaces, for 
which purpoſe they were ſpread all over 
.the land of Iſrae], Agreeably to what was 
ſaid by Moſes in the bleſſings of the twelve 
Tribes ; They, 4.e. the ſons of Levi, shall 
teach Facob thy judgements, and Jſrael thy 
Law, Now the 7enths received by them 
on the account of this miniſtration, were 
as Fully and properly their right and inhe- 
ritance, as any other man's eſtate and goods 
were his ; and therefore they had the entire 
liberty of diſpoſing of thera as their occa- 
ſions required; they were allow'd to eat 
them, or to ſell them, or to apply them to 
any other juſt and warrantable purpoſes, no 
other perſons having the leaſt claim to, or

$& 8. Ot rhele” 77thes fo received by the 
Levites, a tenth part was to beſet apart for 
the Priefts, and this was called the zerth 
of the z:the; This was done in purſuance of 
that Law, Nam. 18. 26; ver. Thas ſpeak 
wnto the Luavites, and [ay nnto them, when ye 
zake of the children of Jfrael the tithes which 
I have gives you from them for an inheritance, 
then ye Teal offer wh an heave offering of it for 
, the Lord, even a tenth part of the tithe. 
When this was done, the portion that was 
lefr to the Levites was wholy at their own | 
diſpoſal, and might be treely ufed, as the - 
common fruits of the earth were, accord-

called the Tenths for the poor, or the poor 
man's Tithe, and were ſet apart every third 
and lixth year, z.e, twice within the com- 
paſs of the Sabbatical year, purſuant to that 
commandment in the Law, Deuteron. 14. 


. 28, 29, verſes, At the end of three years thou 


ſhalt bring forth all the tithe of thine increaſe 
the ſame year, and ſhalt lay it up within thy 
gates, | And the Levite (becauſe he hath no 
part nor inheritance with thee) and the 
ſtranger, and the fatherleſs, and the widow 


. which are within thy gates, ſhall come, and 


ſhall eat, and be ſatisfied. Now foraſmuch 
as theſe Tithes were ſet apart (as the Law 
enjoins) every third year, and havea dif- 


terent denomination from both the firſt and 
ſecond Tithes: this hath given occalion to 


ſomeof our Authors to conclude they were 
of a diſtinct ſpecies, and that every third 
year the ſecond Tenths were paid as theſe 
were. SO Foſephus ſeems to determine in 
the fourth book of his Jewish Antiquities,

matter. And whereas on account of the: ' 
aforcfaid negligence and corruption it be- 
came doubttal whether ſeveral things were | 
tithable or no: the Senbedrin decreed, that | 
in. fuch doubtful chings, commonly called 
Demai, the Teruma or great oblation should 
be fer apart, tho' neither the fr nor poor 
rar's tithes were paid; the reaton why rhe 
obligation was more ſtrict in. the firſt than 
in the other two, being this, that the 7e-

Now the allowances 
made to the Prieſts were of twenty four

15, 21, v. Fourth, Thoſe goods 
that were ftollen from him, who had no 
kinſman or heir to whom reſtitution or 
recompence might be made; for in that 
caſe ſuch goods became the Lord's,and were 
due to the Priefts: and this in conformity 
to the Law, Numbers 5.8. ver. But if the 
man have no kinſman to recompenſe the treſ- 
paſ5 unto, lt the treſpaſs be recompenſed unto 
the Lord, even 70 the Prieff., Which: Law 
our ancient Writers expound of the kin(- 
man or heir of a proſelyte; becauſe it 
could never be imagined that any of the 
ſeed of T1ſrael, could be withour an heir.
